The widespread advertising by automobile manu- 
facturers of their special, unusual service stations 
seems to me to be a reflection on the whole auto- 
mobile industry.4s such an elaborate and expensive 


. system, for which the car owner must pay in the 


price of his car, necessary? Has not the automobile 
been developed to.a point where continual service 
is unnecessary? Ought not any good garage mechanic 
be able to give proper attention to any car? Is the 
automobile so complex that only a specialist can 
attend to it? 

In the old days any wheelwright or buggy man 
could service a buggy or wagon when it required 
attention. manufacturer did: not have ‘to main- 
tain d nation-wide chain of specialists for his par- 
ticular make of buggy or wagon.

" Beeretary of Agriculture Wallace says that lack 
of export demand is not responsible for low prices 
of farm products. That will interest farmers, 
who have been hearing a good deal lately of the 
need for peace in Europe to restore agricultural 
prosperity in this country. In fact, proponents of 
the league of nations have been cherishing active 
hopes that the farmers who repudiated entangle 
ment in 1920, before deflation, might be turned 
toward the league by an alleged self-interest. 

“& good many confident theories get started ahead 
ef the facts, and often it is found, after months 
of assumption, that the facts are the other way. 
Exports of farm products have not falien off since 
the war.. On the contrary, for ttie last three years 
the war, but greater even than during the war. 
Schemes, therefore, to increase our exports, have 
not brought the results expected.

vantages of towns. Seience and invention, the 
brain and the machine, are going to make agri- 
cultural production possible with far less labor, 
and that seems to us a gain for society and the 
individual. 


THE POWDER KEG. 

The evil mixture of black and white in vice is a 
mixture of fire and gunpowder. Chicago has had 
experience with race violence. It has the makings 
of more mobs, but it does not need any more expe- 


rience. 

Chief Collins is trying to reduce the south side 
vice district to order. For eight years it had polit- 
ical sanction. It brought together vicious men 
and women of both races and was a starting point 
for trouble. 

Northern industrial cities will continue to get 
increased numbers of colored workers from the 
south and must make readjustments to take care 
of the proper requirements of colored people. That 
in itself is a disturbance of equilibrium, and a city 
which permits lawlessness and vice to aggravate 
it is looking for serious trouble. 


HENRY FORD'S CANDIDACY. 


That Henry Ford should get many votes in straw 
tests for presidentia] candidates is not surprising, 
but if this strength indicates a real willingness on 
the part of American voters to make him President 
the situation is serious. The election of Mr. Ford 
would bring us such an experience as the people 
of the United States have never had, and unless it 
also brought us a prompt and drastic reaction it 
would mark the beginning of a rapid degeneration 
of our government/ 

Mr. Ford's intentions are of the best, but what 
makes him impossible as a candidate worthy of in- 
telligent consideration is that he lacks any sense 
of his limitations. It is not unnatural that a man 
who in twenty years has risen from obscurity and 
poverty to be one of the richest and most widely 
known men in the world should have a great deal 
of self-confidence. It is not strange thet with Mr. 
Ford’s lack of education and general reading and 
experience he should have little appreciation of the 
extent and importance of the things he doesn’t 
know, 

But to be President of the United States requires 
knowledge which Mr. Ford does not have and does 
not respect. Ifa man is both ignorant and igno- 


ijrant ef his ignorance he is not one to put in any 


place of responsibility in which duties outside of 
his knowledge must be realized and performed. The 
President of the United States must know enough 
to know what he ought to be informed upon and 
how to get the information. He must know whom 
to choose to help him and why he needs them. 

Mr. Ford was not sure when our war of inde- 
pendence was fought-—he thought about 1812—and 
he had a vague notion that Benedict Arnold was a 
writer. This did not prevent him from manufac- 
turing Ford cars or making a great fortune, but it 
does indicate that he would be a most unsafe and 
mischievous President. It might not prove impor- 
tant that Mr. Ford knew less history than he 
ought. It is important that Mr. Ford thinks his- 


we say that Mr. Ford is not only ignorant of things 
a President should know but ignorant of the fact 
that he ought to know them. Mr. Ford’s success 
in his specialty seems to have convinced him that 
he knows all he needs to know in any task and 
that anything he does not know is not important. 

There are a great many men like that, and it is 
not going to be an easy thing to make a large 
number of voters see that Mr. Ford’s limitations 
of knowledge and judgment are limitations. Mr. 
Ford is a rich man through selling a popular ar- 
ticle. He has been the beneficiary of much favor- 
able publicity. Hig limitations are the limitations 
of many million Americans and therefore almost 
constitute for them an argument in his favor. He 
is a good politician and a wonderful advertiser. 

It is therefore by no means assured that Ameri- 
can democracy will see the point when they are 
reminded that Ford’s ability as a manufacturer did 
not save him from the peace ship enterprise. That 
alone ought to put Ford out of serious considera- 
tion for public office. But it hasn't.

The reserve vesselg would be used in case “ foreign 
owners actively oppose the expansion of our marine 
activities." Yet Mr. Lasker thinks there can be no 
such expansion. , 

Mr. Lasker's philesophy appears to be that, the 
| failure of the subsidy proposal having made private 
operation of the American merchant marine impos- 
sible, the government must take up the burden, strip- 
ping itself so far as possible of everything unprofit- 
able, yet prepared to meet an inevitable deficit. 

Against his plan may be urged all the familiar 
arguments against governmental entrance into busi- 
ness. Tt may also be suggested that, at any time 
the government is ready to revise its shipping laws 
to correspond with those of other nations, American 
ships can be operated as cheaply as any others, and 
an American merchant marine would then become 
‘ automatically profitable. 

However, the American people seem unwilling to 
revise their shipping laws, and they decline to pay a 
ship subsidy. Either, then, the goveriment must meet 
the losses out of the public treasury or give up any 
effort to have a fleet.

Since about 1918 June, July, August, 
and September have been the healthiest 
months of the year for grown people, 
and even babies have had no material 
increase during hot weather. When 
comparison was made between the city 
and the country babies by Dr. Woodbury 
it was found that the latter were not 
getting a fair deal. The reduction in the 
city infant death rate was 24 per cent, 


'while in the country rate it was only 


15.6 per cent. The reduction in the death 
rate from diarrhoeal diseases among 
city babies was 40.8 per cent, Among 
country babies it was only 21.9 per cent, 
a little more than one-half as great an 
improvement. 

In 1921 the death rate from all causes 
and the death rate from diarrhoeal dis- 
eases was higher with the country babies 
than it was with the city’ babies. 

Of course, the people who live on the 
farms say that their poor showing is due 
to the inclusion of small cities, towns, 
and villages in the rural population in 
statistica] reports. And there is ground 
for their complaint. The babies that 
have the hardest time of all are the 
small city and town babies. Probably 
the farmer’s baby is about as wel] off 
or a shade better off than is the baby 
in the big city.

Why is it that conditions are not tm- 
proving as rapidly in what is called the 
rural districts as they are elsewhere? 
Dr. Woodbury answers the question in 
part:* ss 
“In the first place, the milk supply 
is genérally poor. As a rule, the people 
drink raw milk, and that is always haz- 
ardous. A large portion of them have 
no ice, and without ice it is not easy 
te keep milk in the prime condition need- 
ed for a baby food. A milk that has 
been three hours without ice is older, as 
measured by the bacterial count, than is 
milk that has been kept at 45 degrees for 
three days.”

Chicago, June 15.—The Carnegie Foun- 
dation for the Advancément of Teaching 
Says, “the present-day system of educa- 
tion has reached itg enormous expense 
not wholly by Reason of its effielency. 
but partly by reason of its superficial- 
ity. There ig an attempt to teach the 
child-a bit of everything rather 
than give him a fundamental back- 
ground.” 
The cost of the public sehools has risen 
from $140,000,000 in 1§90 to $1,000,000,- 
000 in 1920. Teachers’ salaries have in- 
creased during. the same period from 
$96,000,000 to $436,000,000. Enrolment 
in elementary schools increased from 
13,000,000 to 22,000,000: in high schools 
from 200,000 to 20,000,000. 
The public schools are not solving the 
Problem of education in the United 
States, They are simply a very costly 


have known to begin with, that educa- 
tion is a problem which defies solution 
if it is attempted by law and ordinances. 
The public schools today are not much 
better than penitentiaries, over which 
a government of ruling doctors, teachers, 
and lawyers sit, forcibly administering 
the laws and ordinances over & section 
of the people, whose children must go 
to schoo] or stay out of school, must 
learn or must not ‘learn what the tri- 
umvirate ordains. The people and their 
children are constantly under restraint. 
The State may furnish land,. build- 
ingsy-equipment;-and turkish lignt and 
heat; but the citizens themselves should 
furnish the books and employ the teach- 
ers, and pay their salaries for the edyca- 
tion of their children. Only then is the 
citizen himself the supreme judge of 
what his children should learn and who 
la to teach them, 

The cost of teaching would be reduced

what they want them to learn. Then 
boys could learn a trade besides book- 
keeping; and girls could learn house- 
work besides typewriting..

Temperance Should Be Goal. 

“Insteaa of this our people prefer 
temperance. Before the advent of pro- 
hibition we had already made rapid 
strides. The younger generation was 
becoming convinced whisky was bad 
for it, and men in all walks of life 
no longer indulged during business 
hours. ‘ 

“There was and is a strong senti- 
ment against the saloon and its at- 
tendant evils. They must be abol- 
ished and never allowed to return. 

“Temperance can be brought about 
by education. Legislation often fails; 
education never does. There is but 
one way to make moral progress—that 
is in the hearts and consciences of 
men, not in legislation. 

“tTuman nature is obstinate and re- 
must not. 


Education, on the other hand, is per- 


Roosevelt said: 


“We might well include a light, 
wholesome glass of beer with what he 
said of wine. 

“The election returns show that the

“We must realize the importance to 
ourselves,” he said, “ of a just solution 
of all international problems and must 
use our great wealth and power to aid 
in this solution in all ways that do not 
impair our sovereignty or abridge our 
independence. : 

“ At the foundation of good citizen- 
ship must be a true apprehension of 
national destiny. The ultimate destiny 
of a nation is not fully realized at 
one time or in one generation. Good 
citizenship in 1803, when we had be- 
gun to think nationally, was different 
from good citizenship in 1767, when 
Rhode Island and North Carolina were 
thought of as foreign nations. In 1898 
we learned a new lesson in national 
destiny and the world has made an- 
other demand upon good citizenship. . 

“The trouble with too many is their 
vision does not penetrate beyond Main 
street.’ There are still those who speak 
of ‘ dagos,’ ‘chinks,’ ‘wopa’ and ‘nig- 
gers." We must learn to think inter- 
nationally and to pass oh to the next 
generation not only a greater but a 
better, fatherland than was trans- 
mitted to us.”

Before the hearing closed, however, 
Fuller promised to confer with his coun- 
sel and decide whether he would swerve 
from his determination to keep silent. 
The« next hearing was set for Monday. 

Fuller and his partner, William F. Mo- 
Gee, are scheduled to be sentenced to- 
morrow on their plea of bucketing. It 
was reported, however, that imposition 
of sentence would be postponed to give 
Fuller one more chance to seek leniency 
by making a clean breast of his know!l- 
edge of the bucket shop ring. 

Trial of Edward J. McManus on an 
indictment for attempting to bribe a wit- 
ness at the last of three trials for buck- 
eting to which Fuller was subjected be- 
fore he decided to plead guilty, was 
postponed today until next Monday.
